Lesley College student teachers will 
reappear in Andover next term, thanks to 
a $2,000 transfer of funds by the school 
committee. 

Some 70 Lesley students provided in- 
structional aid and teaching assistance in 
elementary schools here for the past 
several years, for the price of a bus ride. 

In an economy move last spring, 
however, the school committee lopped the 
$4,000 from the transportation budget, and 
the college said they couldn’t afford it 
either. 

Recently, however, they approached the 
administration with an offer to pay half 
the bus tab. Tuesday night, the committee 
agreed to pay the other half. 

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert said there has 
never been any doubt but what Lesley is 
one of the finest teacher training in- 
stitutions in New England. He said the 
program has offered a variety of benefits, 
and that some of the students are only a 
few months away from being full certified 
teachers. 

It is a tremendous opportunity, he went 
on, ‘‘for the price of a bus ride to have so 
many fine, talented teachers.”’ 

He said the program has also offered a 
valuable exchange of ideas with a 
““‘progressive’’ institution. 

He said the $2000 could be transferred 
from a variety of school accounts, and the 
program will likely be continued at San- 
born, West, Doherty and Bancroft schools.

Some Advice 


Timely tips on the selection and proper 
care of Christmas trees for the 1977 holi- 
day season were given by experts at the 
annual Christmas Fair sponsored by the 
Massachusetts Horticultural Society, at 
Horticultural Hall in Boston. 

A basic rule of thumb is to shy away 
from specimens whose needles drop when 
Stroked; this is a telltale sign of dryness. 

The Massachusetts Christmas Tree 
Association, a major participant in the 
Christmas Fair, classifies trees in three 
divisions: Pines, Firs, and Spruces. ‘‘The 
needles on the pine,’’ says Association 
Vice-President Roger Brown of Granby, 
generally tend to be long, flexible and 
quite soft in effect. Needles on spruces 
usually are sharper, stronger and more 
procupine-like, and the firs have short, but 
flexible needles.”’ 

After purchasing or cutting your own 
tree, you can insure its freshness by saw- 
ing off a half inch of the butt from the bot- 
tom of the trunk, placing the tree in a 
bucket of water for moisture in a cool 
area, such as a garage or breezeway. Do 
not bring the tree indoors until you are 
ready to enjoy it to prevent drying caused 
by the warm environment. Use a stand 
with up to a two gallon capacity to nourish 
the tree, making sure the water line never

Be sure to consider the appearance of 
the four ‘‘faces,” or sides, of the tree. 
“Are they all full and are the branches 
evenly spaced along the trunk? Is the 
taper right, i.e. does it have the traditional 
outline of a Yuletide Tree? And the han- 
dle, Brown adds, (the distance from the 
ground to the first row of branches), 
should measure 10 to 12 inches. 

If you want a living tree to spice up the 
Christmas celebration, dig the hole where 
it is to be planted before the ground 
freezes. Keep the tree in the house for as 
short a period of time as possible. And 
don’t take the tree from the house directly 
outside — it should have a conditioning 
period in a mid- temperature room, such 
as a garage. For best results, consult your 
spplier for specific instructions. 

IShould you be partial to the poinsettia, 
the most popular Xmas plant, keep it in a 
cool environment, though not below 55 
degrees nor in a draft-prone location. Be 
careful not to let children or animals eat 
poinsettia leaves, as they can be toxic. 

The following greens are all protected 
specimens and should not be picked except 
on your own property: American Holly, 
Mountain Laurel, Ground Pine, Princess 
Pine and Partridge Berry. 

A note about fresh holly: don’tr expect 
this green to last more than three or four 
days after being cut, though it might Stay 
alive for up to a week if it’s kept in water. 

And when working with pines, especially 
white pine, watch out for the sticky pitch 
which can damage walls, tablecloths and 
ribbons, etc. This substance can be melted 
off cones by placing them on aluminum 
foil in a warm (200 degree or below) oven 
for ten minutes.

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Tailor Toys To The 


By Linda S. Corbett 
Linnea Gershenberg doesn’t believe 
that the best toys necessarily come in the 
fancy packages or are the most expensive. 
Sometimes, says the early childhood 
specialist for Andover schools, the best 
toys are things that are found around the 
house, and the best presents, those that 
are tailor-made to fit a child’s particular 
interests or needs. 


Mrs. Gershenberg last week told a group 
of parents at Memorial Hall Library that 
before loading up on holiday toys, they 
should observe what their youngsters are 
able to do and what they like to do. Then, 
she recommended they invest in toys that 
will last a long time and can be used ina 
lot of different ways. 

Things to climb on, wagons and other 
wheel toys, for instance, she says can help 
improve a child’s motor skills. If a child 
likes to climb, she goes on, that doesn’t 
mean you have to go out and buy an expen- 
sive outdoor gym. A rope, with knots tied 
at regular intervals, might be just the 
ticket at a minimal cost. 


Books are ‘‘terribly important,’’ she 
says, for language development, and lists 
of suggested books are available from 
Children’s Librarian Ruth Hooten, who 
joined ier at last week’s session for 
parents 


If a ch.id’s needs or wants are social, 
housekeeping toys, dolls, stuffed animals 
or live pets should be considered, Mrs. 
Gershenberg says, while she suggests 
blocks and sand and water play as 
possibles to bolster thinking skills. 

Blocks are something children never ask 
for, she goes on, but can play with for 
hours and hours. Some children, she says, 
play with blocks till they’re 10 years old. If 
they talk about them, they’re working on 
their language skills; if they manipulate 
them, they’re learning math concepts and 
improving their motor skills at the same 
time. 

Blocks don’t have to be the beautifully 
packaged, expensive ones either, she 
Says; plain ones will do. She adds that 10 


‘blocks are enough for a one-year-old — 


just about the number a child that age is 
capable of putting away by himself. The 
Collection can then be added to each year. 


As for sand and water play, she says 
parents can make up a “kit” from the 
housewares department: wire whisks, 
strainers, funnels, measuring cups and the 
like. A cake saver and kosher salt will do 
for the sand. 

To encourage creativity, Mrs. 
Gershenberg suggests construction toys, 
basic art materials, drama props. Provide 
them the materials, she says, and let them 
create ways to use them. 

For a child who is sick or who is travell- 
ing, she says a lunch box can become a 
container for crayons, cellophane tape and 
small games, and it serves as a writing 
surface in bed or in a car. 

Home-made sewing kits can likewise be 
made out of everyday materials: burlap 
bags, embroidery hopps and darning 
needles. 

Once the holiday excitement is over — 
or any time there are too many toys 
around — Mrs. Gershenberg suggests put- 
ting some of them awsay and rotating 
them later on. A child doesn’t play with 
everything that’s out anyway, she says, 
and if he doesn’t see a toy for a week, it’s 
going to be like getting something new all 
over again when it reappears. 


She also recommends displaying a 
child’s toys on shelves or something 
similar where they can be seen, rather 
than dumping them in a box where most of 
them are hidden. 

A native of California, Mrs. 
Gershenberg didn’t start out to be in- 
volved with children at all. She had receiv-

a niversity of California at Berkeley and 
‘began doing social research,’ - 
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Gershenberg’s pre-schoolers at the Bancroft

Her interest in youngsters developed of 
all places, in Uganda. 

While her husband, Irving was teaching 
at Makerere University College in Kam- 
pala, and doing post doctoral research, she 
helped set up a nursery school and a 
teacher training project. Stateside again, 
she received her master’s degree in early 
childhood education at Rutgers Universi- 
ty, while her husband taught there, and 
she had just set up a federally-funded child 
care center, when they were off for 
Kenya. The political situation by then for- 
bade their returning to Uganda. So she did 
teacher training at the University of 
Naibori and set up a pre-school project for 
UNICEF. 

Last year she taught teacher training at 
Middlesex County College in New Jersey, 
and the Gershenberg’s moved to Lowell 
Street, Andover, in September. Irving 
teaches economics at Boston State 
College, while their three children attend 
Andover schools, and hope to stay put long 
enough to go through hih school. Sarah is a 
sixth grader at West Elementary; Lisa, an 
eighth grader at West Jr. High, and Aaron, 
a sophomore at the high school. 


In the new job of ‘early childhood 
specialist,’’ Mrs. Gershenberg particular- 
ly helps identify and work with pre- 
schoolers with special needs. She takes 
part in the pre-school screening program, 
which tries to tune in on developmental 
delays — particularly in language — and 
then work with those youngsters who need 
help to get ready for the regular 
classroom experience. She presently 
teaches a morning class of pre-schoolers 
a ihe kindergarten room: at ‘Bancroft 
"She also’serves as‘a'resource person for’

the early grades, kindergarten through 
third throughout the system, giving 
teaches ideas on how to use materials in 
different ways to suit individual 
youngsters needs. 

Wearing that hat, she also tries to 
search out new ideas and keep abreast of 
what’s happening elsewhere in the early 
childhood level. 

She is now in the midst of helping the 
schools develop a more flexible grouping 
system, so children who aren’t ready for 
second grade math, but are ready for se- 
cond grade reading, can go at their own 
speeds. The idea, she says, is to get more 
away from the age level, and toward a 
child’s developmental level. 

She is a member of the core evaluation 
team for Chapter 766 when pre-schoolers 
are involved, and processes information 
and recommends placement to suit their 
needs. 

She also does quite a bit of in-service 
teacher training, and parent education, 
Last Wednesday’s session, for instance, 
was the first of a series of three dis- 
cussions on early childhood development. 
On Jan. 17 the topic will be, ‘‘Is Your Child 
Ready To Read?”’ and on Feb. 16, ‘‘What 
Is Crucial To Language Development.’’ 
Reservations for both may be made with 
Mrs. Gershenberg at her office in Jackson 
School. 

The Gershenbergs are undertandably in- 
terested in what’s going on in Uganda, 
having lived there for the first six months 
of Idi Amin’s reign. At that point, Mrs, 
Gershenberg says, everyone thought Amin 
was going to be better than his 
predecessor, Abote. - 

Soon, however, word of atrocities began 

ack. trom English papers, 
rshenberg’ describes Amin as a 


very charistmatic ruler who really wanted 
to help the people and get rid of Asia 
businessmen, consistent with African 
ideology. However, she says, his own in- 
security and inability to know how to use 
power have led to all the atrocities. 

The thing Americans don’t realize, she 


| Says, is that they’re contributing to 


Amin’s economy. The money from the 
coffee and sugar crops go into munitions 
for Amin, and a few large American 
coffee concerns buy a large part of that 
crop. In fact, she says, the U.S. is the 
largest importer of his coffee. 

She says they’re concerned about their 


“friends there and are frustrated par- 


ticularly because that there’s nothing they 
can do about them. 

Not drinking coffee may not help them 
much, she says, but it makes her feel a lit- 
tle better. 


‘“New England 
In Winter’”’ 
At Museum 


The 1973 energy crunch rudely awaken- 
ed many Americans to their dependence 
on fossil fuels and their defenselessness 
against the inflated prices of an indispen- 
sible comodity. With a display of typical 
Yankee resourcefulness, many New 
Englanders turned to the wood burning 
stove as an ecological and economical 
alternative. Today, inspite of slightly eas- 
ed oil prices, the sale of wood burning 
stoves continues to climb. In addition to 
their purely practical value, the stoves 
have become a source of pride, increased 
security, and recreation. In their winter 
exhibition, The DeCordova Museum of 
Lincoln, Massachusetts will look at the 
woodburning stove as sculpture. 

“New England in Winter,’’ aan exhibit 
of winter landscapes by outstanding New 
England watercolorists displayed with a 
selection of wood burning stoves, will and 
remain on exhibit through Jan. 22. The ex- 
hibit of 80 watercolors based on a winter 
theme will include such well known artists 
as Tom Nicholas of Rockport, Don Stone 
of Ogunquit, Maine, and Loring Coleman 
of Harvard. Warming up this icy exhibit 
will be an installation of 16 wood burning 
Stoves, both American and Scandinavian. 

Among the stoves on display will be 
‘‘Fyrius,’’ a combined fireplace and stove, 
by designer Soren Orengaard. The 
fireplace stove is a fairly contemporary 
idea which combines the attractiveness of 
an open hearth with the efficiency of a 
wood burning stove. The ‘‘Fyrius”’ is hand 
wrought in 3 mm Ilack sheet iron with two 
front mounted dowrs. Another of the Scan- 
dinavian stoves displayed is the small but 
highly efficient Lange 6203 BR. The 
Lange’s richly enameled surface is 
patterned after European tile stoves with 
extensive embossing in cast iron. 

An unusual vertical cylindrical airtight 

Stove with brass and hardwood fittings, 
“The Elm,” will be among the stoves 
representing current American designs. It 
is produced by Vermont Iron Stove Works, 
Inc., a company which proposes to 
‘preserve and enhance the art of cast iron 
Stove making by providing a line of stoves 
whose designs are unique art forms in 
themselves.’ 
_ The stoves on exhibit were chosen both 
for their efficiency and their visual in- 
terest. The difficulty of defining a set of 
criteria for stove aesthetics is explained 
by William Bibbins, the proprietor of the 
Bow and Arrow Stove Co. and an architect 
weho has been experimenting with both 
solar heating and airtight stoves. ‘‘Stove 
design is like color. There is no right or 
wrong color; it’s just the way it’s all put 
together. What counts is that it’s a decnet- 
ly functioning stove.’’

The Royal Agricultural Fair is an an- 
nual event staged on a vast tract in 
Kenilworth, Warwickshire, attracting 
visitors from all over the world.

The lIsolationist Attitude 


We had for a little while surmised that the isolationist 
attitude of Andover’s administration had passed, but 
apparently it is surfacing once again. 

For many years there has been an inherent fear of 
anything smacking of regionalism among some town 
boards and committees. There has even been an at- 
titude, at times, of complete isolation from neighboring 
communities, with an apparent feeling that we, as a 
corporate citizen, will never need assistance 
somewhere along the line. 


That feeling seems to be prevalent once again as the 
selectmen pursue a course which would remove the 
town from any association with the Ipswich River 
Watershed District, along with a firm skeptical view 
towards joining any regional transit authority. 


As for both subjects, the selectmen are wise in being 
cautious. But, to face either issue with the prevailing 
feeling of complete doubt as to the worth of the venture 
at the local level, seems wrong. 

Town meeting has approved the town’s withdrawal 
from the Ipswich River Watershed District. It is highly 
possible that the state will not allow the town to 
withdraw its support of the district. It may not seem 
logical, but when has the state ever used good logic in 
determining such matters. 

What has been proposed is that the state be asked to 
limit the town’s involvement in the watershed area, 
possibly to its present annual $3,000 commitment. 

Admittedly, as the selectmen point out, there are suf- 
ficient safeguards within the environmental protection 
laws to prevent Andover from causing any polluting in- 
fluence on the Ipswich river watershed area, located in 
the southeast section of town. 

But the towns downstream have vital need of this 
seemingly insignificant stream. There is little doubt of 
the value of any water resource in this day and age, and 


apparently some of our downriver neighbors have big 
plans for the Ipswich river some day. 


The selectmen are following town meeting dictate to 
remove the town completely from the district. We 
suggest, however, the alternative of maintaining some 
semblence of responsibility to our neighbors, in protec- 
ting a vital resource would be more appropriate. 

As for the regional transit item, we feel that some 
caution should be exercised and the town’s obligations 
examined thoroughly before making formal entrance. It 
is a proper move. 

But, public transportation is now in a_ position 
whereby it can only exist with some subsidy, if there is 
to be any public convenience. 

It would be nice to have such service continue to 
operate by an independent businessman, which is how 
the Trombly Motor Coach service began here about ten 
years ago. 

Rising costs, insurance, salaries, etc., low ridership 
on local service lines, have all contributed to a deficit 
operation, thus it is necessary to provide some public 
funding to keep the service running. 

We could appreciate the skepticism if the Merrimack 
Valley Regional Transit authority gave any indications 
of becoming another MBTA, the sprawling transit ser- 
vice in the metropolitan Boston area, which incurs 
deficits almost uncontrollably and passes the problem 
on to participating towns and cities. 

As of the moment, we do not view the regional 
authority in the valley falling into that type of opera- 
tion. On the surface, it would appear to be controllable 
through close, local participation and control. 

While regional approach to problems has problems to 
be sure, it is often much better to face them and share 
the solution with others, than attempting to do so alone. 

Isolationist attitudes can be dangerous. Being 
cautious is the best approach.

WASHINGTON - 
Alabama’s Governor 
George Wallace has spent 
a lifetime running for off- 
ice. Now he’s ineligible to 
run again for governor 
when his term expires next 
year. Wallace insists he 
hasn’t made up his mind 
whether or not to run for 
the U.S. Senate instead. 

owever, we can let you 
in on a little secret. His 
press secretary has quietly 
registered Wallace as a 
Senate candidate with the 
Federal Election Commis- 
sion. 

There is some involved 
financing in Alabama right 
now. The Wallace for Sen- 
ate Committee has already 
accumulated over $15,000 
in "unsolicited contribu- 
tions." The Wallace for 
President Committee has 
also collected more than 
$38,000 this year. 

Under the law, the presi- 
dential campaign contribu- 
tions cannot be transferred 
to his Senate campaign. So 
if Wallace wants to spend 
the $38,000, he’ll have to 
run for president again. 
But it seems that he will 
only be able to legally 
spend the $15,000 in "unsol- 
icited contributions" since 
he’s getting ready to run 
for the Senate in 1978.

In state after state, 
drinking water is becom- 
ing contaminated.

Federal inspectors have 
sampled the water at 50 
land disposal sites in 41 
states. The results are 
frightening. At every site 
but one, a variety of metal- 
lic wastes were found in 
the water supply. 

The inspectors were re- 
porting on poisonous parti- 
cles, such as cyanide and 
copper. There were also 
disturbing amounts of ar- 
senic and lead from elec- 
tronics and paint factories. 
Organic wastes were found 
in 80 percent of the sam- 
ples. These wastes ex- 
ceeded safe federal drink- 
ing limits at more than half 
the sites. 

We’ve had access to the 
confidential reports these 
inspectors submitted. 
They’re highly technical, 
but they tell an urgent 
story: our sources of fresh 
drinking water are being 
contaminated by industry.

“Obviously we lost some scoring punch 
with the graduation of guards Mitch 
Rousseau and Bill Halton, but we’re a 
better balanced team with more ex- 
perience this season.” 

Perennially-successful Andover High 
basketball Coach Wil Hixon was 
evaluating his 1977-78 Golden Warrior 
hoop squad earlier this week, as he con- 
tinued to put the club through its paces in 
preparation for the Merrimack Valley 
Conference opener at home next Friday, 
December 16 against Tewksbury. 

Hixon is beginning his 18th season at the 
AHS helm, and no one can remember the 
last time Andover had a loser or anything 
approximating a poor team on the 
hardwood. Tournament appearances and 
serious challenges for the MVC cham- 
pionship have become a way of life in 
town. 

Hixon doesn’t have his exact won-lost 
record, but the last time he checked it was 
“350 victories going on 400.” 

He has the top career coaching ledger in 
the MVC by far, 162-34 for a dazzling .824 
percentage. His teams have captured four 
titles, the most recent one in 1975-76 with a 
17-1 record. Last winter AHS was 16-2 in 
the Conference, one game behind kingpin 
Billerica High. 


Excellent Turnout 

Hixon and assistant coaches Bill Vickers 
(JVs) and Ed Kelley (sophomores) 
greeted an excellent turnout of 63 can- 
didates on the opening day of practice, 
November 28. 

That number was sliced to 38 following 
the final cuts last weekend, with 14 
remaining on the varsity roster and 12 
apiece on the JV and sophomore squads. 

‘“‘We had an outstanding group of 
sophomores come out, 30 in all, and we’ve 
kept 18 of them which is a high number for 
us,’’ explained Hixon. “It’s as good an 
overall group as I can remember.”’ 

Only four of the 14 varsity players from 


last year’s team, which was 18-4 overall 
including tournament play, are gone. 
Graduating with starting guards Rousseau 
(now at UMaine) and Halton (Tufts) was 
center Dave Dauber, while forward Steve 
Serley transferred to Northfield-Mount 
Hermon Academy. 

Rousseau and Halton were the big offen- 
sive guns last season, finishing fifth and 
sixth in the MVC scoring race and com- 
bining for better than half of the Warriors’ 
total output in 1976-77. 

Mitch netted 287 points and Halton 288 in 
the 18 Conference games for 16.0 per game 
averages. As a team AHS scored at a 61.6 
per game clip. 

Serley, who would have been a senior 
this year, was the club’s fourth high scorer 
with 147 points in 15 games for a 7.1 
average. Dauber notched just 70 points in 
18 contests, but was strong off both 
boards. Both Serley and Dauber were 
part-time starters. 


Five Lettermen 

Returning from last year’s crew are five 
lettermen, including two starters who 
played in every game and a third who 
worked his way into a first string berth by 
the end of the year. 

The two seasoned varsity vets are senior 
forward Geoff Bragdon (6’4’’) and senior 
forward and Co-Capt. Mike Hart (6’3’’). 

“Geoff is a good outside shooter,” 
related Hixon. ‘‘He was in double figures 
for us most of the time (147 points in the 
MVC) last year. 

‘‘He has improved quite a bit under the 
boards. Last season Geoff was basically a 
perimeter player, but he’s built up his 
stamina and we expect him to do some 
rebounding for us this season. His shooting 
should help us beat a few zones as well. 


‘‘Mike is very strong inside and he plays 
the weak post very well for us,’’ observed 
Hixon. Hart registered 84 points last 
winter.

As for his local duties, Bowen told the 
TOWNSMAN Monday that he would be 
coming back and forth for the next month, 
or at least until after the holidays and 
would formally inform his colleagues of 
his decision to vacate the seat sometime 
this month. 

“I will be attending a few meetings 
before I officially leave,’’ Bowen said, ad- 
ding, ‘‘whether they want to fill the posi- 
tion or wait until the town election, is up to 
the remaining members of the board.”’ 


He said he had some loose ends to tie off 
before completely settling into his new 
post, and would have time to attend some 
meetings of the board this month. 

Bowen said he realized that his leaving 
the board came at a difficult time and said 
he would assist his colleagues in any way 
possible, “but the decisions are clearly 
theirs, not mine,”’ referring to the vacan- 
cy which will be created on the board, as 
well as the selection of a new town 
manager for Andover. 

It is generally believed that the 
selectmen will not act to fill the vacancy 
on the board, with the annual election only 
a few months away. The board filled the 
vacancy created last April following the 
resignation of Selectman Alan F. French 
after the municipal election. Philip 
Salamone was chosen to complete the 
year by the four remaining members of 
the board. 

Bowen dexcribed his new position as a 
challenge. “There is a great deal to be 
done and it is fun to be back in the field,”’ 
he said. 

As for theselection of a new manager for 
Andover, Bowen more or less said he 
would not be a part of the ultimate selec- 
tion process. He said that the decision is 
up to the members of the board and that he 
would assist in any way he could. 


Bowen has been a resident of. Andover 
Since 1964, the year he became Andover’s 
second town manager, succeeding Thomas 
E..

He was a successful candidate for 
selectmen on the 1976 Andover election. 


Bowen is a 1951 graduate of Colby

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Employment Rate Remains Stable 


Massachusetts’ seasonal- 
ly adjusted unemployment 
rate remained stable at 5.8 
percent during October 
1977, according to John F. 
Hodgman, director of the 
Massachusetts Division of 
Employment Security 
(DES). This is in contrast 
to the national rate for Oc- 
tober which increased 
slightly to 7.0 percent, 
from last month’s rate of 
6.9 percent. 

The Commonwealth’s 
rate had decreased to 5.8 
percent in September, 
after holding steady at 6.1 
percent during the 
previous three-month 
period. 

The State’s seasonally 
adjusted unemployment 
rate for tlhis period in 1976 
was 8.9 percent. At that 
time the State’s rate was 
higher than the national 
rate of 7.9 percent. 

Director Hodgman said 
that while there has been 
an unquestionable im- 
provement in the State’s 
economy, the published 
Massachusetts’ unemploy- 
ment rate is understated.

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Winter Engine Starting 


What if Jack Frost decides to hit as hard 
as he did last winter? Will that mean 
another season of countless motorists 
wrestling with stalled engines? 

Last year saw a record number of 
“can’t start’’ emergency road service 
calls for the American Automobile 
Association — many of which could have 
been avoided had motorists been 
prepared. 

According to the Automobile Club of 
Merrimack Valley, local AAA affiliate, 
basic auto ‘‘winterizing’’ — done before 
that first cold day — combined with 
proper starting techniques can help ensure 
engine starts on even the coldest of mor- 
nings. 

“There is no special formula or secret,” 
says Thomas M. O’Neil, Emergency Road 
Service Manager. ‘‘Actually, winterizing 
is simply routine, year-round engine 
maintenance combined with special atten- 
tion to a few cold-weather precautions.” 

The AAA official says winterizing is 
neither time-consuming nor costly if 
motorists have followed routine 
maintenance recommendations faithfully. 

Here’s the club’s step-by-step guide to 
preparing your car for cold weather: 

1. Have the engine tuned. A tune-up 
could be defined simply as bringing cer- 
tain engine components back to factory 
specifications, through either adjustment 
or replacement. There’s nothing special or 
different about a winter tune-up, other 
than the fact that at this time of year, one 
is vital to engine starting. 

Have the mechanic inspect the follow- 
ing, adjusting or replacing as necessary: 
spark plugs, plug wires, points, condenser, 
carburetor, engine. timing, PCV valve, 
belts, hoses and air filter. Also have the 
engine oil and filter changed at this time. 
Be sure that the oil installed is of the 
proper weight to handle anticipated 


_ temperatures in your area. Your owner’s 


manual or mechanic will be able to make 
suggestions. 

2. Protect the engine against cold. While 
your car is in the shop for a tune-up, also 
ask the mechanic to inspect the condition 
of the engine coolant, replacing with a 
fresh mixture of antifreeze and water, if 
necessary. Also have the exhaust system 
checked for leaks and see that the

Of the utmost importance in cold 
weather is battery condition and charge. 
Have those checked and install a new 
battery if needed. No matter what other 
winterizing steps are taken, a weak 
battery won’t-be able to provide necessary 
Starting power. Likewise, an untuned 
engine will rob a perfectly good battery of 
its starting power. Also have battery ter- 
minal connections cleaned and greased to 
guard against corrosion. And don’t forget 
to have snow tires mounted and balanced. 
You may want to take this opportunity to 
have the heater and defroster checked for 
proper operation. 


3. Utilize proper engine starting techni- 
ques. Even with a thoroughly winterized 
car, you may experience frustrating dif- 
ficulty starting simply through improper 
starting procedures. 

Make sure all electrical accessories — 
radio, heater, lights — are off before 
attempting to start. 

Resist the temptation to repeatedly 
pump the gas pedal — this can cause 
flooding. Instead, turn the key to ‘‘on’”’ and

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release. Then turn the key to the ‘‘start’’ 
position. If the car doesn’t start within 30 
seconds or so, stop make repeated 
attempts, allowing another 30 seconds 
between tries. 

In extreme cold — zero or below — an 
extra depression of the accelerator pedal 
before starting is recommended. If the 
carburetor floods — you’ll be able to tell 


by the smell of raw gasoline — turn off the 


ignition, push the gas pedal to the floor 
and hold it for a full minute. With the 
pedal still to the floor, turn the starter. 
This procedure allows excess gas to pass 
through the engine. 

Once the engine starts, avoid extended 
warm-ups. It simply wastes precious gas- 
oline. Instead, drive off immediately, but 
slowly, for a mile or two. You’ll save time 
and the engine will warm faster, too.

Planning Can Aid Taxpayers 


Year-end efforts to 
minimize income taxes 
center this year on whether 
a taxpayer plans to itemize 
his deductible expenses or 
take the new standard 
deduction. That decision, 
says the Massachusetts 
Society of CPAs, will 
determine which of a 
number of tax-planning op- 
tions are available. 

The CPA organization 
points out that the standard 
deduction no longer is a 
percentage of income; now 
it’s a fixed amount: $2,200 


for individuals and $3,200 


for married couples filing 
joint returns. This 
represents a $200 decrease 
in the maximum deduction 
for individuals and a $400 
increase for couples. The 
CPA organization suggests

that taxpayers whose 
deductions are anywhere 
near the standard deduc- 
tion should reexamine 
their method of claiming 
them, computing taxes 
both ways to determine 
which is better. 

Anyone paying alimony 
will now be able to con- 
sider taking the standard 
deduction, for alimony has 
been changed into an ad- 
justment, which means it 
no longer is affected by 
your method of taking 
deductions. 

The CPAs estimate that 
an individual with income 
of $14,000 or more, and 
average deductions, as 
well as married couples at 
almost any income level 
who also have average 
deductions for their in-

come brackets, may find it 
better to itemize. 

Sometimes, they say, 
taxpayers benefit by taking 
the standard deduction one 
year and itemizing the nex- 
t, bunching as many deduc- 
tible expenses as possible 
in the years in which they 
itemize. If for you this is a 
year to itemize, the state 
CPAs advise that prepaid 
interest can no longer be 
deducted entirely in the 
year of payment but only 
as it would come due if 
paid over the life of the 
obligation. 

However, they Say, 
there’s nothing to prevent 
having medical or dental 
work you need performed 
and paying for it right 
away, making planned 1978 
charitable or religious con- 
tributions now, or even 
paying some state and 
local taxes in advance. 

Also, if you are not 
covered by a pension or 
profit-sharing plan where 
you work, and decide to set 
up an Individual Retire- 
ment Account, you can 
defer the taxes on as much 
as 15 percent of 1977 in- 
come, up to $1,500, by put- 
ting the money into such an 
account before February 
14, 1978. In addition, as 
long as you don’t exceed 
the 15 percent limitation, 
you can now put an extra 
$250 into your IRA for a 
non-working spouse. If the 
Spouse works and also 
qualifies for an IRA, the 
two of you can contribute a 
total of up to $3,000 into 
separate [RA’s, 

If you are considering 
selling depressed stocks or 
other assets before year- 
end in order to offset gains 
or ‘other income; ‘don’t 


forget there has been a 
change in the holding 
period. To create a long- 
term capital gain or loss an 
asset must now be held for 
more than nine months; in 
1978 it goes to more than 12 
months. 

Up to $2,000 of ordinary 
income can be offset by 
capital losses in excess of 
capital gains. This is an in- 
crease from $1,000 in 1976. 
For 1978 and thereafter, 
the maximum income 
which can be offset in- 
creases to $3,000. 

If your employer un- 
derwithheld taxes from 
your salary this year and 
you expect to owe Uncle 
Sam substantial additional 
amounts, see if you can 
have extra taxes withheld 
from your final 1977 
Paychecks. That could help 
you avoid a penalty. 

Further advice from the 
CPA Society: begin now to 
gather full documentation 
to support your deductions 
— especially those having 
to do with business travel 
or entertainment. The 
Internal Revenue Service 
is now taking a hard line 
against the use of es- 
timates for deductions of 
travel and entertainment 
expenses, 

Are there any tax 
changes expected in 1978 
that would affect tax plans 
now? The CPAs, who keep 
a continuing professional 
eye on tax developments, 
don’t think so. They look 
for no major tax 
developments to take 
effect before 1979, except 
possibly a reduction in 
rates to stimulate the 
economy, Westy

Discussions on the future of the 
traditional program in Andover, con- 
sistency of school services throughout the 
system and renovatio of East Jr High 
Tuesday night will lead off a marathon 
school committee schedule geared to get 
long range spending plans in order by the 
end of January.

Traditional System On Line Again 


Tuesday-and-Thursday routine to ge the 
ball rolling. 

Tuesday’s discussion on guidelines for 
the traditional program is important to a 
plan for coping with declining 
enrollments. Ahouse said the traditional 
decision could range from limiting the 
program to one classroom per grade to 
allowing it the freedom to expand at will. 

Tentatively set for next Thursday night 
is the report of the Declining Enrollment 
Committee which has been at work since 
last spring. 

It would be followed on Dec. 20 by 
assessment of the program requirements 
of both elementary and secondary schools, 
and later that week by a report cn physical 
ancillary facility requirements, including 
those of town hall and Memorial Hall 
library. 


A review of elementary and secondary 
school options would take place early in 
January, with an eye toward educational 
quality, cost, time scale and ‘‘other fac- 
tors,’’ such as how youngsters would be 
housed during renovations or building. 

Ahouse said he hoped for preliminary 
decisions by the end of January, so they 
could. meet with the Selectmen and 
Finance Committee at that time. He also 
expressed hope for considerable com- 
munity input along the way. 

Dr. Fred Wallace of the Declining 
Enrollment Committee said that to date, 
one of the major reactions that group has 
gotten from the community is ‘“‘lack of 
reactions.” 

He said about 90 townspeople turned up 
at a public hearing DEC held earlier this 
fall, and that about 40 East Jr. High

parents had attended a session on the 
future of that school. 

‘People will get interested only,’’ he 
said, ‘‘insofar as the plans will actually 
impact them.”’ 

‘‘Now is the time for reactions,’’ added 
Committeeman Casimir Kolaski, and he 
asked that a special effort be made to 
publicize the upcoming sessions. 

Mark Kovacs of DEC said his impres- 
sion from the public session was that ‘‘the 
issue of the contemporary-traditional 
thing still is not at rest.’’ He said some 
West Elementary parents are concerned 
that the expanded traditional program is 
pushing their contemporary program 
youngsters out of the school, while other 
traditional parents around town feel they 
should have such a program closer to 
home. 


Loeal Bus Service Can Continue 


Local bus service will continue in An- 
dover through Wednesday, Dec. 21 and 
could continue through until April as long 
as the selectmen insert an article in the 
town meeting warrant to financially 
assist, in some way, the carrier, Trombly 
Motor Coach. 

The action is a result of a conference 
between local officials, representatives of 
the Trombly Co., and the Department of 
Public Utilities Monday afternoon. 


Acting Town Manager Sheldon S. Cohen, 
who with Selectman Philip Salamone met 
with DPU officials said that Trombly had 
agreed to continue the service until Dec. 
21 to provide the selectmen with an oppor- 
tunity to make some decision concerning 
inserting an article in the warrant concer- 
ning continued service. 

Andover was scheduled to be dropped 
from the local, or Greater Lawrence runs 
yesterday, Dec. 7, unless the town either 
joined the Merrimack Valley Regional 
Transit Authority or agreed to subsidize 
the Andover service outright. Joining the 
MVRTC, would allow the town to con- 
tribute a share of the deficit along with 
federal and state funds. 

Trombly had informed the selectmen in 
November that the service would have to 
be terminated if some subsidy was not 
forthcoming.

Through 
straight subsidy, the town would either 
have to pay all or a major portion of that 
deficit, in order to retain service. 

Joining the MVRTC, the town would be 
assessed a quarter of the cost, with the 
state paying the other one-quarter and the 
federal government one-half. 

The matter does not effect the Boston 
commuter bus. Until recently, that ser- 
vice, plus school bus and charter service 
operated by Trombly has been able to sub- 
sidize the local runs. Increased costs now 
prohibit the other services picking up that 
deficit. 

Selectman Edward M. Harris who ex- 
pressed concern about getting involved in 
the regional authority, both a week ago 
and again Monday, said he felt it should be 
made clear whether Trombly is providing 
a minimal service to meet the demand, or 
is the service more than is necessary. In 
other words, would fewer bus runs aid in 
cutting down on the deficit. 

Cohen said that when the town begins 
paying for the service, through whatever 
decision may be reached at town meeting, 
then they will be able to determine what 
type and how much service is needed. 


Along the same lines, selectmen 
questioned why a local rider could not take 
advantage of using the Boston bus since it 
follows a similar route in the local area. 

There was also some discussion of out- 
of-town residents parking their cars in An- 
dover and taking the Boston bus, which is
